> I have some very nice latching relays I would like to use to select 
filters in an amplifier rather than using a manual switch. Can anyone 
suggest a circuit to do this so that as I change bands the latched 


relays unlatch and the relays for the new band latch up? < 


is easy to do this in German, but I hope that You understand me also in 
(bad) English. ;-) 


There are 2 kind of latched relays. With 1 or with 2 coils. All versions 
need impulses for use. First the 1 coil version. 


Ic --- relay coil --- capacity --- ground 

The IC is the switcher between ground and voltage. You can use i.e. a 
CMOS-IC for it (not a TTL-IC). The capacity realize a short impulse when 
the IC are switched. 

Next the 2 coil version. 

IC output 1 --- (+)relay coil 1(-) --- ground 


IC output 2 --- (-)relay coil 2(+) --- ground 


The IC put out a short impulse in output 1 for switch on and an other 
impulse for switch off in the other output pin. 


You can use a 2 coil relay like an 1 coil relay. It is possible to unuse 
the second coil if you use the version 1. 


The impuls be not permited to long. In this case the relay switch on an 
at once off. 

Version 2: 10 milli seconds are good for the most relays. 

Version 1: Tau=R x C with Tau=20ms and R=resistor of the coil and 
C=capacity 


Hope that I can help you.

I've been reading up on proper charging methods for SLA's, which 

are not the same as gellcells. While both are lead acid, the intended 
application and charging methods are a little different. I managed 
to get a few SLA (sealed lead acid) batteries. Some are 7 AH and 

some are 17AH. The right way to charge these is with a constant voltage 
but current limited supply. The recommended charge rate is .15 to .2C, 
"C" being the amp hour rating, so a 7 AH if charged at .2C gets about 
1.4 amps at a constant voltage of 14.7 volts, until the battery 
reaches that voltage across it's terminals and the current 

decreases to a small value of about .01C. The current limiting 

will mean the voltage will be lower than 14.7 untill fully charged. 

At this point it's considered to be fully charged. 

If this voltage is maintained, it will dry up the electrolyte. 

In order to avoid damage to the battery, at this 

point a "smart" charger would switch into "float" mode and provide 

the 12 volt battery with 13.8 volts to maintain it in a charged state. 
If you don't have a smart charger, just pull the battery off the 
charger. Leaving it charging at 14.7 or so volts will damage the 
battery. Another consideration is that the 14.7 volts only applies 

at about 68 degrees F, this voltage will vary with temperature. If 
you charge the battery indoors I think you can safely not worry about 
this, but if the temp is considerably higher or lower this 

must be compensated for. 


This web page explains it nicely: 


http: //www.cidonline.com/charge. html 


So, you see that charging at 13.8 volts may not fully charge or may 
shorten the life of the battery. The plates may become sulfated at 
this voltage. 


We will be using SLA's and solar panels for FD this year, so I am 
designing a charger that will charge a 12 volt battery from 12 volts. 
It includes a voltage doubler. This way we can charge from a car 
battery if we need to. I'll put the details of this charger on 

the web when it's completed. It's a fairly simple design even with 
the doubler. The doubler is just a 555 and pair of transistors for 
current amplification, then a LM317 voltage (and current) reg. 


My charger is intended for 7 AH batteries. You could use it on 
a bigger one, it would just take longer. 


I call it a dumb charger, since there is no float mode 
(therefore not 'smart'). With this and any luck at all we won't run 
out of power for N1QS field day. 


N1QS is the call for NVQS, Northern Vermont Qrp Society in (you guessed 
it) 
Northern Vermont! Look for us on FD. 


There is also a good charger design in the May 2001 QST page 43. 
It's suggested reading.

HamSticks works about as well as any center loaded 7' whip on 20 meters 
and above. They need counterpoises as would any whip. HamStick 
knockoffs go for around $20. The downside is they only work on one band 
so your up to $100 for 5 bands worth. I£ you have two on the same band 
you can make a short loaded dipole out of them. 


You would be far better off with a wire dipole or end-fed half wave if 
at all possible. If space is really tight you can string up one leg of 
the dipole and lay the other on the ground or floor to serve as 
counterpoise. Won't work as well as strung up dipole. The wire can be 
very fine, like magnet wire or wirewrap wire if it need to be 
inconspicuous.

Gang: 


Recently I had a burning desire to try another Wilderness Radio SST. 
Thanks to Mike Gipe, K1IMG, I ended up with a 30 meter unit. After 
building it and doing some creature comfort mods, I started playing on 
30 meters. What a gas! Despite it's simplicity, the SST is a fun rig. 
Don't know why I never came to that conclusion prior building and using 
this particular rig (I previously had both a 40 and 20 meter SST). 


Flushed with success, I ordered a 20 meter SST from QRP Bob at 
Wilderness. After construction, I modified it using a 2nd Xtal and dual 
varactors. Coverage is from 14.039 to 14.065. I further tried the filter 
mods, including some experimentation with C-7/8 and C-6/9 but decided, 
after viewing the Spectragram plots of each filter configuration, that 
the stock filter was best. Adding a larger diameter tuning knob helped 
with the tuning. Patience is the solution to the critical tuning 
problems voiced by many (including myself). Learn to tune slowly and 
listen. 


On a whim, I decided to put the SST-20 on during the CQ WPX CW contest, 
currently in progress. In 46 minutes I worked 20 stations including: 
OK1CF, OHOB, UV5B, F6ENO, NV7A, F5RKL, RM6A, OM6T, WL7E, YL8M, YL2SM, 
OZ1AA, DL5AXX, W5WUM, OK5W, HK5N, UA3ABJ, SN2B, OH6NIO and OE2BZL. Not 
bad, considering I was running 900 MILLIWATTS !!! 


Although I've heard complaints from some regarding the "hard" sound of 
the SST keying, I actually think it helps getting through, especially 
during crowded band conditions. With the exception of only four Qs, all 
the stations contacted during this 46 minute "run" on 20, answered me on 
the first call! 


The point of this posting is to stir up some interest in using these 
Minimalist Rigs. Get on, play some radio with your SST. Do something 
really outrageous, like enter a major contest using milliwatt power 
levels. It's a fun rig and you will be amazed (as was I) at what can be 
done with such a simple little radio. 


My thanks to QRP Bob Dyer, KD6VIO, of Wilderness Radio, Wayne Burdick, 
N6KR, the designer, Russ Carpenter, AA7QU, of the Adventure Radio 
Society, Zack Lau, W1VT and Ed "The Head Lab Rat" Hare, W1IRFI, from HQ 
Lab, for their inputs.

Not only do they have to build the rig for transport and operation in rugged 
environments (also including salt fog and rain), they have to spend lots of 
additional time and money proving and documenting operations under these 
conditions. Typically, producing products for the ruggedized market is very 
low volume and the parts, including enclosures used, have to be _guaranteed_ 
to work under extreme conditions. Figure in all the other costs (place to 
hang your shingle, labor, insurance, etc) over the production run and one 
can start to see why the per unit cost is much higher than the standard 
consumer oriented products. 


Like designing and kitting rigs for the QRP market, this engineering effort 
tends to be a labor of love and expression of creativity more than for 
profit. However, being a business, Les/Kachina does have to show a profit, 
somewheres.

Just had my first QSO's with my new St Louis vertical. Learned a lot, and 
still could use more help. I am using a 6 foot #22 wire vertical radiator, 
and 3 radials set up as per NFOR, ie, 20 feet. With the six foot radiator,at 
15 meters I am literally at the top of the coil with the adjustable slider. 
At 20 meters, I am down about 10 turns on the coil. I do have a 12 foot 
vertical radiator for 30-80 meters, untested as 

yet. (http://www. fix.net/~jparker/slvt.html) On 15 meters, got gud sigs but 
only could manage about a 2.5:1 SWR as measured by my trusty R/S SWR meter. 
I have: 

1) 20 foot BW pole 

2) 80 meter coil 

3) HW-8 rig 

4) RG-58/U coax, 50 feet 

5) no tuner 

Should I get a better SWR than this? 

On 20 meter I get a little better SWR.( I just got a QSL e-mail from a VE7, 
so I guess I didn't do too bad for < 2 watts huh? :))

Unless they do things really differently in the US the CW calling frequency 
is 50.1 Mhz +- 10 KHz or so. 5.120 is the Intercontinental DX window so try 
to keep 50.120 Clear. 


I have worked The US, Canada and South Africa on 6 from Ireland using a 
Horizontal loop cut for top band and 100w. 
My Near neighbor Dave, EI4IX worked PY5CC (brazil) with 100W and a G5RV 
which is only 5 feet above ground and with all the ladder line laying on 
the ground (a real piece of wet string!). 


Recently Dave bough a 5 Element beam for 6m but I am still beating him to 
the DX in many cases because beams have a tendency to be pointing in the 
wrong direction, where as wet string tends to be omni-directional... 

A half Square is an excellent small and easy to make 6m antenna if one 
wants to move up market a little without actually spending any money. 
Most HF tuners will work (to some extent anyway) on 6m. 


Cw is very popular on 6m (here in Europe anyway) as it is such a good weak 
signal mode, CW is also the best mode to use during an Auroral opening. 
The UK Six meter group home page is a really good place to start finding 
out about 6
